tax law, depends upon individual cir- 
cumstances. A wife who supports an 
invalid husband in a sanitarium may 
claim the exemption allowed a mar- 
ried couple. The exemption is one of 
necessity. 


The revenue act does not prescribe 


the amount of the exemption allowed 
a married woman living with/her hus- 
band. Married couples living together 
are granted an exemption of $2500 or 
$2000 depending upon whether their 
combinet net income is $3000 or less, 
or more than $5000. Husband and wife 
may make separate returns, or they 
may make a joint return. In the event 
separate returns are made, either hus- 
band or wife may claim the exemption 
allowed married persons, or they may 
divide it between them in such pro- 
portion as they choose. 


The period for filing income tax re- 


turns end:; at midnight March 15.
